If Placed in Command of a Division, but 
Not ofa Mere Regiment. 

Tho following Jetter appeared in 
last evening's issuc of The “Poronto 
Star, and may have escaped the at- 
tention of many of our citizens. It 
is too good to miss: 

Eslitor of The, Star; Jn a recent 
issue The Lorouto Globe gaye cur- 
ron-y tvan utterly uo_ounded rumor, 
Le, that I had recently wired or ap- 
plied to the Ministen of Militia, yol- 
unteering to command the s0-call- 
ed Canadian contingent about to pro- 
ceed to South Africa. You would 
not haye been troubled with tis let- 
ter only that there is not oue par- 
ticle of truth in the rumor. 

Several weeks ago [ received In- 
formal suggestions [ruin prominent 
and successful British officers to the 
effect, that in the interests of the 
Empire, which I have ever held dear 
to my he~rt, 1 should again go to 
South Africa and help to round up 
the Boers, and assist in speedily end- 
ing the war. Sovun after that 

L WROTE UNOFFICIALLY 
to Dr. Borden, stating that if u 
mounted contiugent of say 1,500 men 
or upwards, viz, a brigade, were 


sent, 1 would be pleased to accept 
the command, provided, however, 
thit 1 shoull have proper recog- 


uition regarding rank, and further 
proyldce that in South Africa, in the 
field, 1 should have an absolute in- 
dependent command, subject only to 


Lor Kitehener or Major-Geueral 
Henry H. Settle or similar superior

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THE MANITOBA LIQUOR [CASE 
(¢ Voronfo Weesly Sun.) 

The Manitoba Liquor Act, which 


has just been upheld by the Privy 
Council, is generally misunderstood. 
Tt Goes uot prohibit, but only reg- 
viates, the sale and use of liqaor. 
It might with strict accuracy be call- 
Act to dispossess the Manitoba 
or at any rate to trans- 
fer tho sale of liquor from the pub- 
ligeans to the wholesale and retail 
dru. s. Tho preamble of the Act 
declares thaf “it is expedient to sup- 
‘press the liquor traffic in’ Manitoba 
by prohibiting Provincial transac 
tions in liquor.” However expedient 
‘the suppression of the liquor trafiic 
may be, it is not absolutely sup- 
pressed by the subsequent clauses 
of the Act. Only wholesala and re- 
tail druggists are ailowed to sell 
liquo™, and liquor shall only be sold 
for medicinal, sacramental, and 
menufacturing purposes. The drug- 
gists may sell on thy prescriptions 
of physicians and veterinary sur- 
geons, dentists and clergymen may 
Keep it, Liquor may be imported and 
consumed in “dwellings.” Distillers 
licensed by the Dominion government 
may carry on their business subject 
to tho Act. This the Privy Council 
seems to have regarded as not con- 
traveningt he British North <Am- 
erica Act. Whether the Act will 
limit the amount of liquor legally 
consumed in Manitoba only experi 
ence can prove. It will probably ag- 
grayate the evils of the unlicensed 
dive. 

Objections to the Act raised by the 
Bay Company were not 
passed on by the Privy Counc The 
Hudson's Bay Company was incor- 
porated in the twentieth year of the 
reign of Churles the Second, with 
dhe famous Prince Rupert as the 
first Governor. The company was 
granted absolute right of govern- 
ment and trade throughout the 
North-west, and exercised these 
privileges until 1570, when it par- 
tially sold out to the Dominion gov- 
ernmett for £300,000. By the deed 
of surrender the company was to be 
at liberty to carry on its trade with- 
out hindrance in its corperate ca- 
pacity. As the company traded in 
whiskey, it is likely that the objoc- 
tion taken was that the Act hlader- 
ed its (rade. Tn the absence of the 
judgment of the Privy Council, we 
presume it might be hield that the 
company's right to trade without 
hindrance was conceded, subject to 
the right of the Provincial govern- 
ments to regulate. The company 
will probably get around th Act by 
becoming wholesaie druggists, or by 
adding druggists to theji clerical 
stall.

SANDRINGHAM—ELDON. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

We clip the following [rom the Pin- 
conning (Mich.) newspaper, telling of 
the daath of John McDonald, sr. 
former resident of Eidon, who with 
his family moy2d to Pinconning, 
Michigan, about twenty years ago; 
“ gad and fatal accident happened 
to John MeDonald, sr. a ~well 
kvown and highly respected citizen 
of Pinconning, Saturday evening 
last. Some time ago he went to 
work in the Merrill logging caimp, 
on what Is Known as the North 
branch! of the S.B. & N.W. railroad, 
doing light work. His son, W. A. Mc- 
Donala, repeatedly urged him to re- 
main at home with hiw, but being 
hale and hearty he desired to be up 
and doing, as an actiyo life suited 
him best. Three weeks ago he paid 
his family o visit, being full of 
cheerfulness, and then returned to 
camp. Before going he was again 
urged to rompin at home, but he 
was too light-hearted to entertain 
the idea. When next his friends 
saw him ho was crushed and wound- 
ed unto death. It secms that he, 
with seven or elght woodsmen, were 
clearing up a right of way for a 
milo spur of logging rallroad, three- 
quarters of a mila from camp. The 
trees were being grubved out by the 
roots. About twonty minutes before 
qoltting time three or four trees 
wero just rendy to be felled. One 
of ihase yas a largo pine, and as 
lb leaned it was seen that St would 
lodge In tha stout fork of a hemlock. 
The fork In the hemlock was about 
five feet from the ground and quite 
heavy, and little did any of the men 
think that the falling pine wonld 
split It. A futilo effort was made to 
throw tho pino cloar of the fork, but 
\{ could not ba done and the graat 
monarch of tha forast came down 
with a crash squarely inte the hem- 
lock fork. Ags it did so tha men ron 
and tho fork burst. Mr. MeDonald 
was some 20 feet away, running with 
his ayes on another tree, when the 
broken fork fell on him and pinned 
him to the ground. A momont later 
a four-foot ping fell on tho hemlock, 
about fifteen’ feet from his head. In 
this position only ono hand and a 
font wae visable. The injured man 
was freed, placed In blankets and 
cnrried to tha camp, from whence 
nha was taken to Oxden by ral} and 
thence home by waron, arriving here 
fhont 5 o'clock, Sunday morning. 1 
wa- fonnd that hid right thigh 
broken anda number of ribs smash- 
om. in, hig faca bruised and he was 
internally Injured. Blood flowed 
from his oyes, nose and mouth in 
streams. At first it was thought hp 
might live, but inflammation set In 
and he died Thursday morning at

TO PICK UP INFORMATION 
ABOUC SUGAR BEETS 


Deputaticn Appointed ot a Meeting o” 
Leading Farmers and Oitizens hla 
Saturday- 

A meeting of farisers and others 
was held Satorday afternoon in the 
Council chamber to discuss the ad- 
visability of sending a deputation to 
Michizan to secure information 
about sugar beets and sugar re- 
fineries, in order that the Commis- 
slonere appointed by the County 
Council may be well posted on the 
subject when canyassing for acre- 
ago among the farniers of the coun- 
ty. Among seventy-five persons 
present were many of the Isad- 
ing farmers of Ops, Mariposa, Fen- 
elon and Emily, besides a number of 
promiment citizens of the town, On 
motion, Mr. Geo, Graham, of Mari- 
posa, was voted to the chinir, and Mr. 
\V. M. Robson acted as secretary 

d Jounston Ellis, of Ops, was th» 
first speaker, He said that last 
week Mr. Wm. Channon, Mr. Pogue, 
Mr. Stewart and himself appeared 
before the County Council at their 
November session and asked that 
body for a grant which would be 
used to pay tha expenses of a com- 
petent person to go among the 
farmers of the county and canyass 
them’ for beet root acreage. Be- 
fore asking any manufacturers to 
locate in this vicinity we must first 
ascertain if 5.00) acres of sugar 
beets Can be grown! in this county. 
A few days ago several of the lead- 
ing promoters of the scheme met 
and decided that it wonld be very 
desirable to send a deputation to 
Michigan with the object of getting 
all the pointers possible about sugar 
beets. ‘Ihe object of to-day's meet- 
ing was to discuss what would be 
the proper course to pursue. 

Mayor Ingle—“What was the sun 
the County Council! granted 2?” 

Mr. Lllis—“Well, 1 understand no 
definite amount was really fixed. 
They made a grant which is to pay 
thea expenses of a canyasser up to 
a certain amount. A committee was 
appointed to confer with us.” 

Mr. Channon said the County Coun- 
#il had yoted $200 to be used only 
for ihe expenses of a canvasser. 
Since then they had carefully con- 

i the mptter and thousht a 
ee should be, appointed to 


the subject. The printed! }ite 
will not post people iike a vii 
the factories, where the manufa 
ing Is done.

He was ciducnted at 
the cominon schools and lived at 
Minden in the County of Hlalbur- 
ton, Ont., for twenly years, and ciz- 
tied on farming “ad mercantile busl- 
ness, In 1830 he first purchaser, 
land in Dakota, and carricd on farim- 
ing spending part of the time there 
and part ot his home in Canada. 
In the spring of 1885 he settled at 
Casll2wood Hamlin county. 

(Mr. Peck was Stipendary Magis- 
drate of the County cf Maliburton, 
and Registrar of Deeds of tho same 
county for seven’ years, also Coun- 
ty) Clerk nd Treasurer for flye 
years, and served four yeirs in the 
Proyinelal parllament of Ontario.

HAS CANADA FAILED? 


Clief Farmer Wilsen of Wasbingtom Has 
a Complaint to Make. 


Washington, Nov. 27.—At a Cabi- 
net meeting yesterday Secretary 
Wilson talked to the Cabinet for ao 
short time about what ho regarded 
as tho failure of the Canadians to 
keep on agreement made with the 
United States ag to the bringing of 
cattle to Canada and this country 
from Great Britain, Scotland and 
Ireland. 

This agreement, made a number of 
years ago, provided that an Ameri- 
can and a Canadian inspector of 
cattle should be kept in Great Bri- 
tuin to Inspect cattle coming to 
Canada, destined either for Canada 
or the United Stes. This was to 
guard against getting disease into 
this country. 

The information Secretary Wilson 
has, is that the Canadians have 
withdrawn their inspector and per- 
mit the inspection to be made by a 
citizen of Great Britain, who may 
be competent in his knowledge of 
cattle, but does not have the same 
interest that a Canadian would have 
in the examination of cattle, 


THE PREMINR AT WELLAND, 


He Delivered a Stimulating and Com- 
prehensive Address. 


Welland, Nov. 27.—At a crowded 
and enthusiastic meeting of Liberals 
from all parts of this county yester- 
day afternoon Hon. Geo. W. Joss, 
Premier of Ontario, delivered a stim- 
ulating and comprehensive address, 
setting forth the record and policy 
of his Government, and appealing for 
a fair opportunity to bring to frul- 
tion {ts great plang for the building 
up of the Province.

Mr. D. J. Flayelle, chairman of the 
Board briefly explained that the 
Council had solicited the co-npera- 
tiow of the Board ju arriving at a 
decision as to the advisability of 


framing a by-law to be submitted 
tne 


at the Jauuary election for 
raising of money for the smpre 
ment of town roads and walks, and 
ho invited expressions of opinion on 
the subject. 

Ald, Jackson, the first speaker. 
de said thal while be had not 
{honglit out any particular scheme 
the matter of better ruads had ‘been 
on his mind for years, and he felt 
convinced that to borrow money was 
the only way to get goou streuts. 
If we go on expending $5,000 or over 
every year on strecte ard walks, half 
of which will be for small repairs, 
the outlook is blue. omnethiag 
had been last year and this along the 
fine of permanent roadweys. and the 
two sections built had cost $2,800. 
At that rate of progress it would 
be yeurs before any appseclable jm= 
proyement could be ¢ feoted. If the

They bad advanc- 
ed step by step, wilh due regard to 
all interests concerned, whether of 
ihe public, the settler, or the Inm- 
berman. They had begun in 1803 by 
wetting aside Algonquin I'ark, com- 
prising 1,109,000 acres. Another re- 
serye of 80,000 acres subs >quently 
set aside in the Counties of Adding- 
ton and Frontenac; then aa uren of 
40,000 acres near Port Arthuc, wud 
it year the pine bering region 
around Lake Temagami, covering 1,- 
400,G00 acres had been constituted a 
reserye, making in atl upwacds of 
twe million and a hiif acres. Oller 
areas, gvhich might on survey be 


found suited for the purpose, might 
be added to the list under the a 
thority given to the government by 
the Forest Reserves Act of 1895.

forest fires, their interests were best 
served, not by wholesale and indis- 
criminate cutting, but by taking 
out the larger timber and letting 
the younger trees attain maturity. 
The opposition had had no shar2 
in shaping the policy of the govern- 
ment on this question. They had 
done nothing but shriek hysteric. 
ly “Woodman, spare thiat tree,” wh 
ever the goverpmeut held a timber 
sale. There would be about as much 
Sense in crying “Warmer, spare that 
wheat,’ when haryest tine came. 
Ths Principle of Economic Forestry. 
was that every tree shoulil be cut 
as soon as it had attained maturity, 
and that another should replace it. 
The oprosition had shown no intelli- 
gent grasp of the situation. On 
April +l, 1894, they introduced a res-

{lon for salary and disbursements of 
the Clerk of Forestry, on the ground 
thet the office should be discon- 
tinued. On April 10th, 1895, they 
again opposed the vote, but on a to- 
tally different ground. Mr. How- 
land moved thiat it should be struck 
out,—“the same being inadequate for 
any usefnl purpose iv that behalf.’ 
Messrs Whitney and Miscampbell, 
who the year before had voted for 
the abolition of the office as being 
unnecessary, stuitified themselves by 
also supporting the latter motion, 
which admitted the utility of the of- 
fice and declared the expenditure in- 
sufficient.

The claim, whioh in the Nghe of 

feats ha would present, ws 
pothing lese than impudent, lad 
been frequently made by the oppos- 
jtion leaders Ubat the pohcy of nes 
quiring all lumber to be manniactur- 
ed in Canada, originated with them, 
and that the government iu tusert- 
ing a clause to this effect lo tim- 
ber licenses in accordance with! the 
act of 1S¥8, had stolen their policy. 
They Lad charged furthermore that 
the course of the government had 
been inconsistent and  fluctuatlog. 
The government poli bad been reg- 
ulated by the requirements of the 
situation, which had yaried from 
time te time, according to our re- 
Jations with the United States—the 
conntry which furnished the chief 
foreign market for our lumber. It 
was pot a question of abstract prin- 
ciple, but purely ong of commercial 
expediency. The aim) of the goy- 
ernment had beem tu do what’ was 
best for the interests of Qntario 
under existing conditions regulating 
access to the United States merkats. 

Under the Reciprocity Treaty Can- 
adian Inmber was freely admitted to 
tho American market, and every- 
thing was satisfactory. In 1866 that 
treaty wae abrogated, and a duty of 
20 per cent. ad valorem! imposed on 
lumber, Canada, in turn, placing an 
export duty of $1 per 10GuU feet B.M. 
on saw loge. A severer blow was 
inflicted on the lumber trade in 1872 
when the American government 1u- 
posed a specific duty, of $2 per 100 
feet on manufactured) lumber, with- 
out regard to its quality. Tho re- 
ful{ wae to shut out the lower grades 
which could no longer be profitab- 
ly exported. The home market for 
these being limited’ much rough cull 
lumber was wasted. The cost of 
lumbering was increased, wasteful 
and destructive methods were en- 
covraged and profits seriously ro- 
duced. 

During a period of many years fol- 
lowing, the question was left in the 
hands of the Dominion government 
ag pertaining to trade and commerce. 
The Inmber trade was only one of 
many interests affected by hostile 
American legislation. Efforts were 
made from time, to time to obtain 
either a renewal of the Reciprocity 
Treaty .or freer trade relations. 
There was no question then of re- 
quiring saw logs to be sawa in Can- 
ada as 
There was no Exportation of Logs 
to the United States. This practice 
did not develop unti! 1886, when the 
export of loze Irom the north shore 
of Lake Huron was brought to the 
notice of the goverument. Although 
the shipments were but small, the 
government took action. By an act 
passed in that year the export sluty 
was increased to $2 per thousand, 
and the Governor-in-Conacil author- 


jged to increase it to $3 if it was 
deemed ¢ jent. This wae done by 
Order-in-Council in 1SS€. In yiew, 


however, of a probable arrangement 
with the United States for a redne- 


tion of duties on sasvo Jumber, the 
export duty on logs was again reduc- 
ed to $2 on July Sth, 1889, followed 
by ite final abolition dyricg the fol- 
lowing year. In the five years from 
1886 to 1890. tha Dominion govern- 
ment dealt with the question flye 
different times. Down to this period 
the Dominion government had been 
oniversally recognized as the prop- 
er authority to deal with the ques- 
tions at issue, owing to the general 
desire to obtain! better trade reala- 
tions with the United States, and 
the importance of the lumber reg- 
ulations as an element in the neo- 
Mations, . , ofp aa 

The Manufacturing Condition 
meas Imposed. , { 1 

At this stage, beforé any conelis- 
jon had been reached, the Ontario 
government held a timber sale in 
1890. As the territory offered for 
bale included a large area; from 
whieh: shipments could easily be nade 
to the United States, the Ontario 
government decening such) in har- 
nony with the policy of the Domin- 
jon, and altogether expedient under 
{he then existing conditions, insert- 
ed a condition in the terms of sale 
Tequiring the logs to be sawn in Can- 
ada. 


Shortly afterwards the long de- 
sired understanding with the United 
tates was reached. In reply to a 
question in the House of Commons, 
Sir John Macdonald stated that in 
the event of the United States Con- 
gress reducing the Import duty on 
fawn lumber tol $1 per 1000 feet, 
the Canadian government would 
move the export duty on saw logs. 
This information was conveyed to 
the American government, The 
United States import duty was re- 
duced to $1 and the Dominion gov- 
ernment reciprocated by removing 
the export duty. ! 

An Impraecticable Suggestion. 

So far there had been no agitation 
for any provinelal action. Mr.

would be advisable and possibly 
disastrous, to impose manufac 
uring conditions upon then... 
It wili be time enough to con- 
sider what the policy should be 
in tho future, after we have seea 
what action the Amencan Con- 
gress takes on this very vital and 
important matter. Tho Govern- 
ment are open to deal with! the 
question! in the matter best sult- 
ed to the public waants.” 
The Foeople Approved. 

The question was thoroughly dis- 
cussed before the electors, and the 
popular verdict sustained the admin- 
istration. Shortly, afterwards the 
passage of the Wilson Bill through 
the United States Congress removed 
the remaining import duty on luw- 
ber, and the Canadian manufacturer 
seeured free acess to the American 
market. Frea Jumber renoyed the 
incentive to the exportation of saw 
jogs. The lumber trade of Ontario 
received a great stimulus. Both the 
coarse and fine grades of lumber, 
avero exported production was sheap- 
ened, waste lessened und the industry 
enjoyed, a high degree of prosperity. 

Byt with the advent of tha Re- 
publican party to power, In 1897, 
came a complete chauge. The Ding- 
ley Bill, embodying a highly jrotec- 
tionist tariff, was enacted. The 
import duty on sawn lumber was 
placed at $2.00 per 1000 feet, and a 
clause was added providing that in 
case an export duty cu logs was ini- 
posed by Canada, or avy other 
country, an equal awount woald be 
added to the United States import 
duty on lumber. (This drastic act 
tended directly to eneourrze thie 
transfer of lumbering manufacturing 
from Onturio to the United States, 
and the consequent shipmeat cf saxv- 
loze across th: bordor. Mercoyer, the 
operation of the automatic clause, 
raising the import duly to the extent 
of the export duty which might be 
imposed by the Dominion on logs 
made it Impossible for the Dominion 
to deal effectively with the situation. 
A resort to an export duty would 
simply haye closed the American 
mar against us entirely, and hase 
paralyze] the Canadian export Inm- 
ber trade with the United Stalos. 

It became clearly the Inuty of, the 
Ontario Government to grapple with 
the problem. Accordingly, after a 
fall consideration of the arguments 
on both sides of the case, the Liberal 
Government laid down the principle 
thot all future sales of limits should 
contain a cordition requiring all the 
Inmber cut to be sawn “in Canada,” 
not “within the proyinee,” a3 the 
Opposition resolutions demande. 
and that with the issuing of the 
yearly Jicenseo afler Avril 20h! 1898, 
the timber on’ all Iailts, no matter 
when sold, would also be required to 
he sawn in this country. This ;ol- 
jey met with the approvalof the 
Legislature, and was embolied in the 
Ket of 1898.

Tien Tsin, Dec. 9. — A sentry be 
longing to an Indian regiment sta- 
tioned here ran amuck yesterday and 
killed two of his comrades.

Scranton, Pa., Nec. 10.—The most 
serious in many riots that have ta- 
ken place here in connection with 
the street car strike occurred yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Special Officer Prank Schoffield, ac- 
companied by Detective Cosgrove,at- 
tempted to arrest a man in a sa- 
loon, and no sooner was the war- 
rant exposed than a crowd of miners 
attacked them with drills, clubs and 
bottles and put them to flight.

nection with the Liverpool Bank 
frauds. Prosecuting counsel an- 
nounced that Goudie admitted he 
had forged cheques, but disputed the 
aggregate amount. The statement 
of counsel was only a reiteration of 
facts already known. The most 
interesting point was the announce- 
ment made by counsel that he would 
be able to prove that after Kelly 
had ‘‘milked’’ Goudie to the extent 
of £72,000, Burge got wind of the 
situation, and, in conjunction with 
Lawrie Marks, the American book- 
maker, who is said to have commit- 
ted suicide by jumping overboard 
from a Channel steamer, and James 
Mances, a bookmaker well known on 
the American tracks, decided not to 
leave Goudie in the hands of Kelly. 
‘The trio thereupon despatched Man- 
ces to interview Goudie, with the 
result that they accumulated £91,- 
000, of which Burge received one 
half, Mances one-third, and Narks 
one-sixth.

Barrie, Owen Sound, Renfrew, and 
olher progressive towus and build 
modern roads which will be a joy 
and a benefit to the present gen- 
eration. If {t can be shown that 
to do so would’ bo effecting a posi-

—or rather, lack of system—then we 
shall jiaye no fear for the by-law 
if our leading men will give ta the 
Schemo the support it deseryes.

This we con- 
ceive to be a wrong way of procecd- 
ing. Tho leading nyenues ought to 
be tho first to be built. It may be 
said that the other streets were 
petitioned for and paid for in part 
by the residents. The city, how- 
ever, paid a considerable proportion 
of the cost and exempted the rate- 
payers whose streets it helped to 
macadamize from taxation for street 
maintenance elsewhere. Had the

speeches, was for an immediate en- 
actment of provincial prohibition. 
No suggestion of a referendum was 
made. 

A Phe sub-committee reported at the 
evening meeting as follows: 

Whereas the Legislature of Ontarlo 
has declared in favor of the prohibition 
of the liquor traffic by memorializing 
the Dominion goyernment to enact such 
legislation; 

And whereas the electorate of the pro- 
yince, on two occasions, by very large 
majorities, pronounced In fayor of pro- 
hibition, as the legal remedy for the 
eylls of the llyuor traffic; 

And whereas Sir Oliver Mowat, Feb. 6, 
1894, declared the gorernment’s adop- 
Uon of the policy of prohibition; 

And whereas, on the same date at a 

ube meeting, the Hon. G. W. 

‘oss, the present Premler of this pre- 
vince, declared his pleasure at Sir Ollver 

Mowat's declaration, and stated that a 
government taking such a position was 
the only kind of a government he would 
be a member of; 

And whereas, on Feb. 18 of the pre- 
sent year, the Hou. G. W. Ross, In reply 
to a deputation, again stated that the 
government was always prepared to go 
as far os the law would allow, and had 
not receded from that position, and a 
week later said to'a deputation repre- 
senting the Methodist Church”: 

“You know what our past record has 
been, and what our predecessors have 
agreed, and what is the general policy 
of the government upon that question, 
that need not be repeated over and over 
agalp, because we know exactly where 
ai ieee We stand where we always 

And whereas a recent decision of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
has affirmed that a proyince has power 
to prohibit transactions In intoxicating 
liquors for beyeraze purposes within Its 
own borders ; 

And whereas the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic is admittedly the only 
right and effective legislative remedy for 
the evils of intemperance; 

Therefore, resolved, that a deputa- 
tion wait upon the Government and 
request a fulfillment of its promises 
by the introduction at the approach- 
ing session of a bill to prohibit the 
liquor traffic to the extent of its as- 
certained powers. 

Rev. William Kettlowell and the 
secretary were appointed to arrange 
for the earliest available date to 
meet the Government. The resolu- 
tion will be presented by this depu- 
tation: Rey.

PETERBOROUGH BEET 
SUGAR FACTORY. 

The Proposition Endorsed by & Large 
Mesting-Some Interesting Ioforma 
tion Ia parted by Promoter Moody— 
Views of Prominent Citizens of 
‘Town and County. 

On Tuesday afternovun Inat, av the 

reall of Peterboro County Council, a 

Jarco and representative meeting of 

the leading cilizens of the town and 

the yarlous municipalities was field 
to hear the proposition to ba male 
by Mr. Joha Moody, a representative 
of United States capitalists who have 
taken ont an Ontario chirter and 
propose to establish beel sugar fac- 
tories at yarious points in the 
province, We take the following in- 
teresling extracts from the Exam- 
jner's report of the meeting: 
Mr. Moody, ofter oa few preltimin- 
ary remarks, said that the results of 
the analysis of the sugar bects growo 
in the district Tad been ao great 
surprise to his compatiy. It cer- 
tainly showed that they liad a very 
progressive lot of farmers in the 
neighborhood, or exceptionally fae 
farma for growing beets. Tbe es- 
tablishment of a sugar beet factory 
docs not depand entirely upon the 
matter of bouus, the speaker sald, 
os it is profitable enough in any 
eveul, but it is important that they 
Hiould have the farmers of the com- 


munity direetly interested in the 
venture. he principal feature is 
the acreage. Miere is no doubt 


that wUiere is a vast amount of money 
in sugar beets, and in support of this. 
he read a number of extracts from 
report to show the profirs gained 
by certain farmers Jo Michigan, who 
cultivate the sugar beet. In Michi- 
gan many people who do not own 
| an acre of land grow heats to ad- 
vantige. after paying for all the 
lnbor connected therewith, prying 
rent for thelr farms, and meeting 
other expenses, ele, They average 
a protit of $25 per aere. The far- 
| ma@ is benefitted more directly in 
| 

| 


this business than anyone clae; after 
him the business man. There would 
be about four hunored and eighty 
{ho isin! dol'ars distributed amongst 
the farmers of this district by the 
operation of a factory Guch as they 
proposed establishing in Peterboro. 
Spcaking as to the capacity of the 
plant, the speaker said that it would 
require ten thousand tons of lime, 
twenly thousand tons of coal, and 
i ten thousand tons of coke a year 
\4o rup tho establishment. About 
$750,600, would. actually be paid ont 
In the vicinity ch year. As to 
dhe labor required in growing the 
beets, he said that a farmer, who 
grown ten neres of beets need not 
| have any extra help. The labor 
is both in! the factory and in the 
country. In the establishment of a 
{nctory it is important that thie 
action should be as prompt as pos— 
sible, as the machinery which mast 
be purchased in Germany or the 
States. will come in free of duly 
j until April ist of next year.

He also con- 
sidered that the arguments advanc- 
al by thoae whlo opposed the iden 
of n bonus, were more {nyorable to- 
wards the grauting of the same t! 
againet it, He thouglit that arc 
lution of some kind should be 
through, and he favored the

Mr. Joho Riddell did not favor 
gravting bonuses excepting i ex- 
ceptioual circumstances, and thia, he 
thouglt, was one of tlitse cages. 
There lb no reason why tle bonus 
could wol be raised, However, he 
id uot think that the municipalities 
lying at a distance from the town, 
as South Monaghan, should be tax- 
od as heavily as the other town- 
thipr in closer proximity to the fac- 
tory.

Ottawa, Dec. 5.—Not until the War 
OfMice has sanctioned the selection of 
oMicers for Col. vans’ mounted ye- 
giment will the tiames be made pub- 
lic of those who have been given 
commissions in the force. ‘This was 
the statement given out at the Mili- 
tia Department last night. 

It is quite possible that the force 
will not be mobilized at Ottawa, as 
at first intended, but that the men 
will be sent on direct to Halifax, If 
tho necessary accommodation can be 
had in Halifax the mobilization will 
take place there. In any event there 
will be no mounted parade of the 
force before leaving for South Africa, 
as the saddlery will all be sent to 
Walifax, boxed up and ready for im- 
mediate shipment. 

Tho force will loaye Canada pretty 
well outfitted. Tach man will have 
two suits of serge clothing and an 
extra pair of trousers for wear on 
shipboard. The wniform will be a 
darker shade than khaki, almost a 
seal-brown. Pony hat will be worn, 
looped up at the side and bearing a 
large maple leaf. The badges for the 
shoulder straps will be simply the 
name ‘‘Canada,’’ in metal letters. A 
small maple leaf will be worn on 
each side of the collar. 

‘The contracts for the clothing and 
equipment have been given inostly to 
firms which have been accustomed to 
supply the Militia Department; in 
very few cases were contracts given 
to new men, although scores applied 
fo be given a share of the patron- 
age. 

‘The arms will be furnished to the

TRAGIC DEATH OF MAJOR BOND,’ 


Leading Temperance and Insurance Man 
Perished in the Flames at His Sum- 
mer Residence in Phillipsburg. 


Montreal, Dec. 5.—VThe friends of 
Major Edward L. Bond, son of Arch- 
bishop Bond, learned with horror 
that he was burned to death early 
yesterdiy morning. 

Mr. Bond went to Phillipsburg,

manager of the Phillipsburg Junction 
Railway, of which Mr. Bond was 
president. Mr. Wells left him at 
10.30 p.m., Mr. Bond remaining dn 
the house alone. 

About 5 o'clock yesterday morning 
the house was found by the villagers 
to be in flames, and it was learned 
that Mr. Bond perished. Early dur- 
ing the morning work was commenc- 
ed to find something that would in- 
dicate whether or not Mr. Bond es- 
caped, and after a search his charred 
remains were found. 

Major Bond wes one of Montreal's 
most prominent business men, and 
manager of several large British and 
American Marine insurance compan- 
ies. He was major in the Prince of 
Wales’ Rifles, and saw active  ser- 
vice in 1866 and 1870. He has for

Vancouver, B.C., Dec. 7.—Through 
the sliding of a mass of overhanging 
rock, by which the track was swept 
away in what is by far the wildest 
section of the mountzin district, 
an extra westbound freight train of 
the G-P_R. at 5.15 yesterday morn- 
ing plunged headlong into the grim 
Canyon on the Fraser, taking 
it to instant death the driver of 
the Jloromotive, Rendall, and Pot- 
truff, Wis freman. Their ceath must 
necessarily have been instantancous, 
for a twinkling from the time it 
left the rail the engine with the for- 
ward portion of the train had 
plunged three hundred feet into the 
darkness below, and was being bat- 
tered to fragments by the grinding 
rocks and raging waters.

TO PROTECT TSE PRESIDENT. 


Bill Introduced Making Attempt en 
Life m Capital Ofience. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—Senator Bur- 
rows yesterday introduced a bill ‘‘to 
Provide for the exclusion and depor- 
tation of alien Anarchists.”’ The 
first section of the bill is as fol- 
lows: 

“That no alien Anarchists shall 
hereafter be permitted to land at any 
port of the United States, or be per- 
mitted into the United States, but 
this prohibition shall not be

strued as to apply to political re 
fugees or political offenders other 


than such Anarchists.’ 

The other sections make stringent 
Provision for detecting and deport- 
ing Anarchists. 

Senator Ioar yesterday introduced 
a bill for tho protection of the Pre 
sident of the United States. It pro- 
vides that anyone who shall kill the 
President ‘or shall make an attempt 
upon the life of the President, shall 
be punished by death. Any person 
who shall counsel or advise the kill- 
ing of the President shall be {m- 
Prisoned twenty years. Any 
son who shall aid the escape of any 
Person concerned in the killing, or 
counselling of the killing of the Pre- 
sident, shall be punished equally as 
an accomplice. 

Favors the Nicaragua Route. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—The report 
of the Isthmfan Canal Commission 
was sent to Congress yesterday. The 
commission favors the Nicaragua 
route, and makes an estimate of 
$189,864,0G2 os the total cost of 
construction of the canal through 
Nicaragua. The estimated cost of 
the Panama route is $144, 283,358 
but the report says it would cost 
$109,141,000 to obtain the Panama 
concern. The commission value the 
work done at $40,000,000.

Massacres by 
the Romans 


Its Early 
History 


It {s a generally accepted belief that 
on the date that we call Christmas day 
Christ was born. This is questioned 
by some chroniclers, but the doubt does 
little harm, says the Brooklyn Eagle. 
Wyery one Is satisfled to take this date 
as the natlylty of Christ, and it mat- 
ters little whether it is historically cor- 
rect or not; one day in the year, {t ig 
belleyed by all good Christians, should 
be set aside for the celebration of the 
birth of Jesus of Nazareth, and the 
25th of December js as good a day os 
any on the calendar, 

It is necessary to go back to the 
Roman ern to find the first recorded 
reference to a festival on the date 
known to us as Christmas day, 80 that 


| It pecd not be cause for surprise if 


through all the past ages the record of 
the exact day on which Christ was 
born should baye become lost. History 
tells us that the first feast to be cele- 
brated on the 25th of December was 
established by Commodus, emperor of 
Rome, who flourished about 185 years 
after the birth of Christ. 

After that there are many references 
to the meetings of the new sect called 
the Christians, who gathered on this 
day to celebrate the birth of the God 
Man. It Js not until a century after 
the time of Commodus that we find a 
particular reference to the persecution 
that the Christians underwent at the 
hands of the pagan emperors baying 
culminated {n a grand Christmas day 
massacre, 

Diocletian was the Roman who de- 
elded to celebrate the date by killing 
off a few Christians. He did so with 
a yengeance. The most horrible deed 
perpetrated during the festival was on 
Christmas day, when the assembled 
Christians, gathered In their place of 
meeting, were set upon and slaughter- 
ed, while the Romans looked on in 
great glee at the sight of antlpagan 
people being put to death for thelr re- 
ligion’s sake.

in the Christian style, although some 
of the songs that were sung and some 
of the rites of the festival would great- 
ly shock the strictly orthodox church- 
goer of the present day. At that time 
there were no excursion tralns to carry 
those who wished to take part in a 
public celebration from point to polnt, 
and the electric telegraph had not been 
thought of. Consequently those who 
celebrated the birth of Christ in early 
days did so In widely separated coun- 
tries, sometimes at widely separated 
periods of time and according to no 
set programme. It was every com- 
munity for itself, and no one to critl- 
cise the others for not being careful 
about the date. 

As a matter of fact, the ancient cele- 
bration of Christ’s nativity was left 
entirely to the discretion of the differ- 
ent bodies, and as eyery community 
had divergent interests the time was 
arranged to sult the exigencies of the 
ease. If Christmas day happened to 
come upon a time wlien there was too 
much work to be done to permit of a 
holiday, then it would be postponed 
until a more suitable season. Owing 
to this indifference to precedents the 
exact date when the birth of Christ 
ought to be kept was hopelessly lost 

On only one thing were all the an- 
cients agreed—namely, that the festival 
In commemoration of the birth of 
Christ ought to be the most magnifi- 
cent of the year. In some cases lt was 
kept up for days and the meaning of 
the festival was forgotten long before 
the reyelers returned to their homes 
again. 

Tt is interesting to observe that the 
custom of glying presents at Christ 
mas time, which has survived to this 
day, was begun in the first days of the 
Christmas feast. So was the custom 
that is known as carol singing. The 
songs of today are based on the event 
that makes Christmas day a time of 
rejoicing, but at that time they were 
not oyerparticular as to the subject

WIRELESS MESSAGE OVER OCK 


Marcon! Gets Signal Trom England at 
Station on Newfoundland Coast. 


St. John’s, 
Marconi announced Saturday night 
the most wonderful discovery of 
modern times, in stating that he had 
received electric signals across the 
Atlantic Ocean from his station in 
Cornwall, England. He explains 
that before leaving England he had 
made his plans for accomplishing 


, this result. 


Last Monday he cabled the Poldhu 


3 p.m. dally, and to continue them 
until G p.m., these hours being re 
spectively 11.30 a.m. to 2.30 p.m. 
St. John’s time. During these hours 
Wednesday Mr. Marconi elevated a 
kite with an aerial wire by means of 
which signals are sent or received. 
He remained at the recorder attached 
to tho receiving apparatus, and, to 
his profound satisfaction, signals 
were received by him at Intervals, ac- 


cording to the program arranged 
previously with the operator at 
Poldhu. TTheso signals consisted of 


repeating at intervals the Ictter ‘‘s,’’ 
which, in Marconi’s code, {s made by 
three dots, or quick strokes. This 
signal was repeated so frequently, 
and according to the detailed plan 
arranged to provide safeguards 
against possibility of a mistake, that

“Bruce Hamilton, after o long 
night march, surprised Piet Viljoen’s 
Janger at dawn, Dec. 13, at Wit- 
kraens, 25 miles northwest of Er- 
melo, killed 16 Boers and captured 
76 ormed prisoners. Many others 
were wounded and left at farms. He 
also captured one of Benson's guns, 
the other having been destroyed. Two 
field cornets are among the prison- 
ers. The recaptured gun is in good 
order and was used against the re- 
treating enemy.’ p 

Night Hon. W. St. John Brodrick, 
Secretary of State for War, wired 
the Government’s congratulations 
upon General Bruce Hamilton's bril- 
Mant achievements. 

This is Gen. Bruce Hamilton's 
third notable success within a fort- 
night, and 323 Boers have been put 
out of action since Dec. 3 as the re- 
sult of his operations. Gen. Bruce 
Hamilton occupies a unique position, 
being the youngest major-general of 
the British army. He was born in 
December, 1857, ten months after 
Gen. Baden-Powell. At the begin- 
ning of the war he went out as chief 
of staff to Gen. Clery, and later he 
saw much service in the Orange Riv- 
er Colony, where he was employed in 
farm burning operations.

Rockford, Ills., Dec. 16.—Ten or 
moro lives were lost in the wreck of 
an eastbound Omaha-Chicago express 
train on the Illinois Central Rail- 
road near Torryville, Iils., at 1 
o’clock yesterday morning. ‘The ex- 
press train collided head-on with a 
freight train, both running at full 
speed. An oil tank car in the freight 
train exploded, throwing burning oll 
over the wreck, and in an instant 
the entire mass of wreckage was in 
flames. Every coach of the passen- 
ger train and all of the freight cars, 
except one tank car and a freight 
car, were burned. The bodies of the 
dead are burned in the wreck. The 
survivors made desperate efforts to 
rescue the injured, who were pinned 
in the wreck, but the flames drove 
them back at every point.

£100, or is in a position to main- 
tain himself in South Africa.

{ $8,700,000 and under Liberal rule 
of $29,500,000. Taking the imports, 
the figures were $19,000,000 increase 
in eighteen years under Conservative 
rule and $70,000,000 in five years 
under Liberal rule. In exports the 
trade in olghteen years under Gon- 
servative rule was $41,000,000, and 
{n five years under Liberal adminis- 
tration $67,000,000. Under Conser- 
vative rule the exports increased $2,- 
800,000 a year and under Liberal 
rule $13,500,000. In manufactures 
the increase in exports in eighteen 
years of Conservative rulo was $5,- 
000,000, and in five years of Liberal 
rule $6,600,000. Whether they look- 
ed at the trade of Canada generally 
or at the particular interest of man- 
ufacturers, in either case they had 
five years of successful business op- 
erations, for which in some measure 
at least they would give the Govern- 
ment credit. Then they had had five 
years of groat financial prosperity, 
having regard to the Government of 
the Dominion, In the five years of 


Liberal administration there had 
been an average surplus of $4,000,- 
000 a year, 


The Conservatives charged that the 
Liberals liad added to the debt of 
the country, but they must compare 
these undditions with the additions 
made by the Conservatives to the 
debt. The Liberals had added somo 


$2,000,000 a year to the debt, but 
the Conservative Government had 
added an average of $6,000,000 a 


year during the wholo eighteen years 
of their term of office, He defended 
the Government from the charges of 
extravagant expenditure. Some of tho 
expenditure, which was not greater 
in Proportion to population than 
that of the previous Governments, 
did not add a cent to tho taxation of 
the country. This was the case with 
$5,000,000 spent on the Yukon, and 
tho additional capital invested in the 
Intercolonial. When tho Opposition 
allowed 99 per cent. of the Govern- 
ment’s estimates to pass unchalleng- 
ed, it was too lute for them to 
charge the Government with extraya- 
ganco.

Hit by Pioce of a Stump. 


St. Catharines, Dec. 11.—Edward 
Secord, a prominent farmer of Pel- 
ham, was killed by an explosion of 
dynamite on his farm Monday. Mr. 
Secord had been clearing a five-acre 
field of stumps with dynamite, and 
was blowing up the last stump when 


the accident happened which killed 
him. 
He had put in an extra heavy 


charge with only a short fuse and 
was trying to get away when the ex- 
Plosion occurred. A piece of the 
stump struck him in the back of the 
head and inflicted a deep gash. He 
died of his wound at midnight.

ROAST TURKEY. | 


How to Select and Prepare the Bird 
For the Table. ‘ 
Select a nice young turkey of ten 
pounds in welght, singe, draw and 
wash it quickly in cold water, then 
wipe it dry with a towel. Season the 
bird Inside as well as outside with one 
teaspoonful of salt.in all. Soak one- 
half pound of bread two days old in 
cold water till soft, inclose it in a nap- 
kin and press out all the water. Place 
@ saucepan with one tablespoonful of 
lettuce and two tablespoonfuls of fine 
chopped onions oyer the fire, stir and 
cook five minutes without browning. 
Then add the bread, stir and cook five 
minutes. Remove, and when cold mix 
it with one pound of sausage meat, 
Season with one even teaspoonful salt, 
one-half teaspoonful thyme and one- 
quarter teaspoonful pepper. Fill the 
crop and body with this forcemeat, sew | 
It up and truss niccly. Cover the breast 
and thighs with thin slices of larding 
Dork, tie {t firmly with a cord, lay the 
turkey in a roasting pan, pour over 
two ounces of melied butter and place 
the pan in a medium hot oven to roast. 
Baste freely with its own gravy till the 
bird Is ght brown on all sides, then 
add a little water. Continue to roast, 
basting frequently till done. A turkey 
of ten pounds will take two and one- ' 
half hours cooking. Place the giblets 
in @ saucepan covered with cold water 
over the fire, add one teaspoonful of 
salt, and when it bolls add a small 
gnicn, Cook till done. Shortly before 
serving lay the turkey on a bot dish, 
remoye the skewers and strings, free 
the gravy from all fat, mix one table-., 
spoonful of cornstarch with one-half 
cupful of cold water, add to it the 
gravy, stir and cook a few minutes, 
then add sufficient giblet broth to make 
one pint of sauce. Cook five minutes, 
strain through a sieve, rub the Iyer 
fine with a spoon, add to the gravy and 
serve,

Lord Kitchener says that, evident- 
ly, tho Boer leaders are no longer 
able to repress -murder and outrage 
on tho part of their subordinates. 

Brodrick Calls Beers Iaadits, 

London, Dec. 13.—Speaking at 

Glasgow Wednesday night, Mr. Brod- 


rick, the Secretary of State for War, 
refered to Lord Kitchener's report 


{on tho shooting of blacks by the 
Boers. Mr. Brodrick said this  re- 
port mado it perfectly clear that 


theso murders were not committed in 
moments of passion, but were part 
of an organized system to cover the 
tracks of the enemy and to prevent 
possible information of their where- 
abouts.

graphy, it was said yesterday by 
the officials in charge, that the ex- 
periment at St. John’s, so far as 
they know, are all over. They do 
not expeet to hear any further de 
tails until Signor Marconi arrives 
in London. It was pointed out 


that storms on both sides of the At- 
lantic had seriously interfered with 
the work. 

Absolutely Genuine. 


St. John's, Nfld., Dec. 19.—Owing 
to fog and rain, Marconi was unable 
to swing his kites in mid-air yester- 
day. He went to Capo Spear to 
determine on the fitness of that pre- 
monitary for the wireless telegraphy 
station. The inventor will use a 
mast 200 fect high. 

Marconi, while at Cape Spear, on 
being telephoned the newspaper re- 
ports that Thomas Edison discredit- 
ed the announcement of signals hav- 
ing been received here last week {rom 
Cornwall, replied that the signals 
were received by himself, and added 
that they were absolutely genuine. + 

Further, Goy. Boyle, at Marconi’s 
request, has cabled the fact to King 
Edward. 


Notified to Quit. 


St. John’s, Nfid., Dec, 17.— Mar- 
coni has just returned here from Cape 
Spear, where he experienced poor 
luck. The weather was rendered ex- 
tremely unpleasant by fog, wind and 
a rainstorm, and the inventor was 
unable to decide upon a site for his 
proposed station. 

On returning here from Cape Spear 
Marconi was served with legal do- 
cuments from the solicitors of the 
Anglo-American Telegraph Company, 
notifying him that the said coim- 
Pany possesses an exclusive mono- 
poly of the telegraph business with- 
in Newfoundland and its dependen- 
cies, and demanding that he cease 
his experiments and remove his ap- 
paratus forthwith, else the company 
would apply to the’ Supreme Court 
for an injunction restraining him 
from further trials. 

Marconi has not yet decided as to 
what course of action he will take 
in this matter. But he regards this 
action on the part of the Angto- 
American Telegraph Co. as the best 
proof of the importance of his new 
discovery. 

Spoke to Each Other Hours Apart. 


New York, Dec. 17.—The Cunarder 
Btruria, which has just arrived here, 
was in communication for more than 
‘five hours in mid-ocean with her sis- 
ter ship the Umbria. Long before 
either ship sighted the other thelr 
commanders were conversing by the 
Marconi wireless system.

Church Notes 

—The Key. Salem G. Bland, Ottawa, 
in a recent sermon took as his text, 
“What Israel ought to do,” and, ap- 
plying it to the Methodist church, 
Hiscussed what that organizution 
ought to do, to take ils proper place 
as a Church of Christ. Methodism 
was, he said, originally organized, 
not as a church, but as a society, 
{ce had growu into a church. The 
uifference between a church and a 
society was that a society wad a 
man-made institution, which could 
make its own rules, while a church 
bad no right to make rales except 
such as were indisputabiy, laid down 
in the bible. Judged in this way 
there was no true church among the 
organized churches because all had 
rules which shut out from 
membership persons whom they ad- 
mitted to be christians, thas assum- 
Ing to set up a higicr standard than 
Christ himself. Among the Con- 
gregationalists (to whom be all 
honor) there might be some congreg- 
ations perfect in this respect, but 
the Roman Catholics and Anglicans 
required too many beliefs, the Pres- 
byteriags. were too strict in their 
doctrines, and ths Baptists in their 
entrance ceremonie The M=tho- 
dist church had erred in keeping its 
rules, whicli were [fitting for a sc- 
clety, but not for a church, and by 
whick even children brought up in 
the church are often excluded from 
it. This was worse ino the last geo- 
eration, when five children cf Metho- 
dists were lost for every convert 
won frum outside. The children are

What a Factory Means to 
a Community. 


THE PROOESS DESCRIBED. 


From Seets to Crystallized Sugar in 
Bighteen Houra—What Beets Have 
Done for Mioh!gan, 

In several former fssues The Post 
guve considerable information re- 
garding the profits of raising sugar 
beets, and below is given some jn- 
teresting details regarding sugar 
best factories, and the mode of man- 
ufacture of beet root sugar:

men at the factory during four 
months of the year; the employst 
ment of the factory hands and 1,000 
more men and boys during six other 
mouths in raising beets the uso of 
eyery work team within a radius of 
twenty miles of the factory; an op- 
portunity for every man and boy 
within the saype radius to find work 
at good wages; better roads 
throughout tho county; the yearly 
consumption of 24,000 tons of coal, 
6,000 tons of Mmestone and 8,090 
tons of coke; tho local manufacture 
of 5.000 barrels per year; the bay- 
ment of $300,000 to farmers each 
year for beets; the cultivation of 
the besl paying crop a farmer can 
raise; improving dhe methods of 
agriculture; advanclug the price of 
avallablo farm! property from ten to 
twenty dollars per acre; trebling 
the rental value of such property ;

Why the Plant is Costly. 

Of jate wo have heard a good deal 
about boot-sugar factories ai) op 
ore thing more than any other whieh 
has struck the most of us has beca 
the Immense cost of the plant. From 
half a million to $800,006 that it 
costs to build and equip a factory 
scems& avast sum to spend for the 
carrying out of a simplo process. 
No one who has saen one of 
thesn factories will wonder at their 
costliness. They are Immense struc- 
tures of brick, with steel framework 
and cement floors, scarcely any 
wood being used in their construction 
The costly wats and evaporating 
pans, diffusion celle, carries, driers, 
ete, aro all on a gigantio scale, 
Now Sugar Ie Madde, 
te are three main divisions in 
ar factory; the boet sleds, the 
{etory proper, aid the ime kiln, 
In some cases there is a fourth—a 
cooper shop, where the sugar barrels 
aro made, Usuatly each of these 


divisions Is in a separat> building. 
A bect whet is a long, low bullding, 
with several driveways, on ejthar 


cide of which unloading can bo dor 
beeldes one or two tracks for cars. 
When empty, §0 or more tear -loads 
can be unloaded at once. Capacity, 
10,000 tons and upwards. Tho beets 
are floated from the sheds to the 
factory by water running in narrow 
sluiceways. They are then washed 
in warm water by wachinory, ele- 
vated to the top floor, notomatically 
weighed and dumped into the shred- 
der. 

The shreds are about the size of 
& Jarge stray. Thoy are conveyed 
to the diffusion battery, aleng row 
of steel cylinders, where 95 per cent. 
of the beet juice is Washed, out by 
the forcing of warm, wator through 
the shredded beets. The liquid is 
ther mixed with lime, and carbonic 
neld gas passed Ubrough it. By this 
means the impurities present are 
rendered insolable and are extracted 
by filtering, After beipe treated 
with sulphur fumes to further pueify 
aud bleach it, the liquid is bolled 
down, This ls dona in yacuum: pans, 
the heal being applica by steam pipes 
passing through. Upon Jeaving the 
last vacuum pan, the miss, partlally 
crystallized, 1s passed to the erystal- 
Uzers, where the process |r completed 
aR far o8 possible. The sugar and} 
molasses are separated jn the cen 
fugals. These resemble immoanse 
cream separators, except that the 
walls of the bowl are of fine wire 
Eauze hoopod with perforated steal, 
through which the molasses Nias, 
leaying tho Bogar inside, The sugar 
ia then dried and barreled.

That's why.” A milkman pear Bay 
City, who Keops 13 cows, usos it reg- 
ulerly. He gives to each caw about 
threo bushels ver day, and finds that 
it sayes his hay, increases iis milk 
yield and has no bad results. The 
molasses a certain reuiuder Of 
which It has been’ found Impossible 
fo crystallize, is now being bought 
vp by a firm which {s building a 
large factory for tha mavufacture 
of alcohol from this by fermentation 
and distillation. 

The Industry in aah eons ; 

Four years ago thofirst beet- 
ott AOR in Michigan was built; 
now there are 13 iu operation, four 
more contracted for, and several pro- 
jected. he first factory had a 
capacity of 850 to 450 tons of beets 
per day, now there are none less than 
600 and most of S00 tons capacity, 
Thero was considerable trouble and 
several months delay before the 
capital for tha first factory—which 
yas built In Bay City—was securn. 
Amounts of $1,000 and even less 
were accepted. Wher the second 
factory — also in Bay City — was 
projected, capital $500,000, a million 
dollars was offerod in one evening.

CAPTURED BOERS AND HORSES 


Capt, DBlandy Pald Fer His Oredulity 
Concerning Boer Honor With His Life 
—A White Flac Sniper at Moedwill 
Shot After Court-Martiol—How 


the Mocr Ranke Are 
Recruited, 
Bloemfontein, Dec. 138. — Major 


Pack-Deresford, with 140 men of the 


South African Constabulary, in the 
night marched to Nooitgedacht, 
northeast of Bultfontein, and at 


dawn sighted a moving convoy un- 
der Bester. After a hard gallop of 
soven miles tho Constabulary  over- 
took the enemy at Martinsrust, on 
the Vet River, and captured seven 
Boers, 170 horses, and a number of 
cattle and carts. 
Treachery Ia Suspected. 
Queenstown, Dec. 14.—Oapt. Blan- 
dy, while patrolling the country with 
a party of the Molteno District 
troops, saw some Boers who, he 
thought, held up their hands in token 
of surrender. Te accordingly rode 
in thelr direction, but when he was 
within 20 yards of the Boers the en- 
emy fired, and he was killed. 
White Flag Sniper Shot, 
Pretoria, Dec. 18.—At Mocdwill, a 
German, who, with a white handker- 
chief tied to the muzzle of his riffle, 
stood behind a Cape cart and alter- 


nately fired on our men and raised 
the flag of surrender, was captured, 
court-martialled and shot. Before 


being executed he asked leave to 
write to his sister, and in the letter 


he told her he was a prisoner and 
about to be shot. The reason for 
this, he said, he did not know, ‘‘un- 
less it was in retaliation for the 
manner in which the Boers ~had 
treated the-British prisoners they 


had taken latoly.’’ 
Few Boers Surrendering. 


London, Dec. 14,—The correspon- 
dent of The Times at Pretoria Says 
the number of Boers who are now 
surrendering is extremely small. The 
enemy has received a severe ‘‘hust- 
ling!’ this week from Gen. Bruce 
Hamilton’s columns. Commandant 
General Botha is probably between 
Ermelo and Amersfoort, Southwest 
Transvaal. So long as the personal 
influence of Gen. Botha is exercised, 
says the correspondent, large sur- 
renders of Boers may not be expect- 

Mow Boers Recruit Their Ranks, 

Pretoria, Dec. 13.—It is high time 
that the Boers in the concentration 
camps were required to take the oath 
of allegiance, or if they refuse to do 
this that: they should be deported 
from South Africa. They regard the 
oath of neutrality as of no binding 
force, and even allege that its obli- 
gation has expired by mere lapse of 
time. 

Tt is well known that thero are con- 
stant escapes from the towns and re- 
fugee camps.

Mr, J. H. Lennon commended the 
iden of ward moetings. ‘He did not 
believe In blaming ‘he Council indls- 
eriminately—it was the system that 
was wrong. The Waterworks were 
managed by Commissioners, the ma- 


jority of whom were elected for! a 
term of years, and ‘this gnined 
special training. It was not the 
same with the Counell—new men 
went iu every year, and as a result 
costly mistakes were made, and 
would continue to be made until 


members were elected for alonger 
term. When he went into the Coun- 
cil be was green at the business, and 
it {ook him eight inonths to learn 
how to draw up a resolution proper- 
ly. The others told him all they 
knew, whether good or bad Two 
cool men many go into ths Council 
prepared to institute reforms, but 
unless {hey could convert 2 major- 
ity of the members to their way of 
thinking they were practically help- 
less.

Interesting and Very Wull Keport Presented at Friday's Public 
Meeting by Messrs. Wm. Channon and Johnson Ellis. 


The small attendance at most pub- , Tue country really 


ie meetings nowadays, whether 
bald io town or country, would be 
most disheartening to tho#e who 
fake an interg#t in publie or local 
matters of importancs:, but for the 
fact that it le generally recogniz- 
ed o6 being & natural result of the 
growth of the reading habit in a 
community. It is an Indirect com- 
pliment to Ure press, indieatiog os 
it docs a firm confidence that the 
niitters dealt with! will be fully and 
fairly covered! in, the next iesue, but 
there is ot lenst one eerioud draw- 
1 meagre attendance makes jt 
ext y Aiffieult to guage public 
opinion ns to ‘the merits or de- 
merits of te question at issue.

meeting held Wridg in the Coun- 
cil chamber to racelye and 
the report of the delegates seat to 
Michigan to aequira information re- 
lative to the growing and ecultiva- 
tion of the sugar beet and ‘the oper- 
ntion of sugar beet factories.

Wowever, the audience 
comprised many of the representur 
tlye farmers of the district ond con- 
siderable enthusiasm was mapifest-

Mr. &, H. Hopkins, chairman of the 
special Sugar Beet Committe,  oc- 
cupied the chair, and Mr. Fs C, Day- 
Jor was appointed see 
tem.

© visited Bay City, Saginaw and 
the town of Cairo, besidus going a 
food deal among the farmers at 
thelr homes. The are \ndustrious, in- 
telligent men, and work their Jand 
well. We tal with them a good 
deal as the; ered their b 
the {nctories. Most factories us 
tons of beets per day. We learned 
{hot the beets grow, best om a clay 
loum with m good clay subsoil; but 
that they do well on a sandy loam, 
On real pandy land, or black muck, 
thes do not thrive. 

There are many very large plota 
grown, but the great bulk of the 
beets used tn Michigan are wrown 
on patches of from three to ten 
feres, and handled by thie’ farmers 
themselves. The best seod bed te 
obtained by plowing down cloyer 
stubblo nine or ten inches deep in 
{he fall. Phat is worked with the 
dise harrow, and rolier seyeral times 
in the spring. When the land ig 
lumpy a pulverizer, made of half- 
a-doten planks attached to each 
other in Clapboard fashion, .and 
drawii Over the land broadside, is 
used to make ‘t fine, The beets are 
sqwn on the level in rows 20 inches 
apart, any time between the 15th 
of Apri) nd ‘the 10th of June, 
Where large plots are grown the 
time of sowig is yaried in different 
parts of the field, so that the enjti- 
vation of ths entire plot will not 
be necessary at the same time. About 
15 pounds of seed is sown to the 
acre. 

AS 600n as thie beets are nicely 
up 4 seuffler is run between the 
rows, and this Is used cccasionally 
until the fourth leaf appears, wien 
the beets are ready to. thin. They 
are left about seven incbesa apart, 
and this thinning process ix what 
entails the great amount ef labor 
connec with growing sugar beels 
On potebes up to ten acres the 
work js generally done by the far- 
mers themselves, with some exirn 
heljy occasionally. Those who raise 
large plots often employ Poles or, 
Germans—men and women — and 
acre to do all 
except the scuffing, nn- 
{il tho beets mre ready for market, 
These people live in town at other 
times. ; 

‘Tbe beets are pulled in Oetover. 
Two instruments are used jn the 
work of pulling. One {5 like a seaff- 
ler frame, with two love feet that 
curve down and forward and come 
within two Inches of meeting at the 
tips. These feet go ciear order the 
beet and loosen it up so that ittips 
back In the row like weeds eut by 
ni seuffler, The other is like a sub- 
Koillng plow with a wide Manga that 
foew under the beet from the side 
and leaves itso that it can be pick- 
od up. The beets are then thrown 
Into smnali heaps. The tops are next 
removed with a strong knlie, and 
the bect+ are ready Tor. market, 
Whither they are drawn in WOLZ0L8 
over distances not greater than six 
or Beyer miles, and otherwise on the 
cars, 

By the terms of a farmer's agrie- 
ment with the factory, there are 
to be thive deliveries during the fall, 
ono in October, another In Novem- 
ber, nid a third In December. ‘The 
beotw aro kept In a pile, covered 
with a little earth ond some tops, 
until the last dolivery. Preezing 
“do%s not hurt them if they are kept 
frozen till they reach the factory. 
‘Co harvest and market tho beets en- 
tally m lot of work thint has, of 
course, ‘to ba done very largely 
while fall plowing ia on hand, and 
Interf 16# more Or less with It, On 
f® well managed furn, however, the 
most cf the plowinis can be Jone 
by ths end of Getober. Tt Is no 
Beary {oO arranpe all work with 
(io beets In mind, for they must be 
regarded of a legitimate part of the 
farming operntions, and worth all 
they cost.

The sugar company unload the 
beets from the ears frve of charge, 
The pulp is given to anybody that 
will draw, it away, and fs loaded by 
the company free. It makes execell- 
ent fodder, tut there is so much 
of if thal the companies are glad 
to get rid of it There is talk of 
drying and pressing it for export, 
but it will eventually be used large- 
ly a8 a fertilizer. 

Ther’ can be no doubt thal the 
enger beet industry has dd an ex- 
cellent effect on the State of \Michi- 
gan. ‘Their eultivation has greatly 
improved the land, bott: by clenring 
it of weeds and Increasing ita fer- 
tility. The financial returnd to the 
formers wre highly satisfactory. 
Many Joung mon from the farm get 
employment at good wages in the 
beel factories while they are in op- 
eration. The profits on the beets 
have aiready lifted the farmers ont 
of hard times into comparative af- 
fluence. A banker told us that threa 
years ego 75 per cent. of the farms 
in that distriet were mortgaged, but 
that jialf of those mortgages had 
wready been pald off. As n matter 
Of fact. we learned that in the last 
eighteen months 2200 mortgages had 
beeu pald off in three counties by 
the returns from sugar beets; and 
it was catimated thut half as many 
more would be pall by this year’s 
erop. Th» price of farm’ Jard hag In- 
creased by $10 to $25 an acre. Mr. 
H. M Lick, a gentleman formerly 
of Oshawa, but, now of Cairo, Michi- 
gan, anid to us;

A ending doctor In Cairo 
told ug that seven new blockd had _ 
been built there in three yeara, that 
houses which only that long ny 
rented for $6 a month, now brinz. 
$10, and that the increase fairl, 
represented the Increased prosperity 
of the place since the sugar beet 
Industry had been established. Thea 
{Uls known thhat a GOO-ton factory 
bas 1600 patrons, Cultivating 6000 
acres of beets, from wwhiclt they ga- 
ther about 84,000 tons of S5eets, for 
which they rseelve $5.50 per ton, 
and that such « factory pays $2,000 
a week in’ wi it is not thard 
to understand that bolh farmers aod 
towuspopl> are deriving excellent 
eae from the sugar beet Indus- 
ry. : 

While, gentlemen, the aboye report 
does ol answer categorically the

With our pork industry with refer- 
ence to the sale of suft bacon, do 
not appear to buv2 been heeded to 
the Ment they ought, and once 
more the matter has been revived. 
As in thie case of the cheese trade 
referred to recently carelessness bids 
fair to put in danger Jndustry 
which js of the most vitai impor- 
tance to this country. It is au in- 
dustry which has developed enor- 
mousiy during the past faiw years 
and the reputation of our bacon has 
risen hich in outside markets. Only 
ten years ago the value of Vana- 
dian bacon exports totalled $600,- 
G00, and in 1900 the value jad in- 
creased to $13,000,000, and conse- 
quently the great bulk of trade in 
bacon products is confined exclusive= 
ly 16 the province of Gutario. This 
menns an ayerage distribution of 
$250,000 a week aniong our far- 
mers, Compared with $10.09) a week 
ten yours ago. As more thin once 
sala the market in’ Great Britain 
alone for pork bacon is iltlmitable. 
It has beam pointed out recently by 
Flavelie, of Toronto, in 
a paper read before the Guelph Win- 
ter Fair, that tha fact that Ontario 
Is ablo to bav2 so great an output 
Is largely due ta tha educational 
work carried on by thi Federal and 
Provincial governments. Th2 Farm- 
ers’ Institutes have also done a great 
work in teaching the pork producers 
and packers, and perhaps foremost 
of all may bo placed the Ontario 
Agricultural College, 1t ls to be hop- 
ed that the advantages which have 
followed tho instruetion’ ara not go- 
ing to bs forgotten. Alrea: in the 
kiting of Wiltshire hogs in’ Canada, 
which virtnally means Ontario, av- 
erages 25,000 a week; Denmark and 
Sweden, 18,000 to 28,000; Ireland, 
5,000 to 32,000, and Eneland, 5.009. 
Canada las outstripped tho Umited 
States in the British market Doth 
in quantity and quality. This pre- 
emitence will assuredly be lost if the 
carelessness complained of recently 
continues. Our packers must be 
vigilant and render such complaints 
impossible. q

ONE MAN REPORTED KILLED 


" Polico Reserves Culled Out—There Were

Town Wall, Which Was Completely | 
Wrocked—tho Inciting

London, Dec. 19.—Dayid Lloyd 
George, M.P., speaking in Birming- 
ham Town Wall jast night, precipita- 
ted @ scene unprecedented in that 
city since the Aston Park riots. 

The majority of the audience were 
hostile to the speaker, and were en- 
raged by his pro-Bocr and anti- 
Chamberlain utterances. They rush- 
ed the police cordon guarding the 
Datform. 

In the meantime the building was 
besieged from the outside by a mob 
of several thousand people, who 
smashed windows and tried to force 
the doors, which had been barricad- 
ed. They fusiladed the audience with 
stones, thrown through the windows. 

The police reserves were turned out 
and succeeded in dispersing the mob 
aftcr repeated charges. A number 6f 
persons were injured, and the Town 
Hall was completely wrecked. Not a! 
single window was laqft whole.

TME BEET SUGAR FACTORY. 


Who delegates sent to Michigan to 
aequire Information relative to beet 
sugar matters have returned, an 
thelr very Interesting an! compr 
honslve report, submitted at last Iri- 
day's public meeting, appears on pu 
other page, Ir should be read by 
evory farmer In the county, and wo 
Invito our subseribers to Jend thelr 
copy to thelr nelghbor In orden that 
tho yveluable Information there pre- 
sented may be given the widest pub- 
Helty. 

The report and subsequent discus- 
gion makes plajo the facu that the 
establishment af the beet sugar In- 
dustry bas been a godsend to Michl- 
gan farmers, whd have boen paying 
Off liwbilities with the profits de 
ed from beet growling, and whose 
lands bave doubed in value 25 
result of the high state of fertility 
brovght about by careful cultivation 
of the sugar boct. They were not 
keen at first, but alter having made 
ono experiment with the new crop 
they invarlably became enthusivstie 
and anxious to Increase thelr acre- 
age. With that object lesson set be- 
fore thom the farmers of Vietoria 
County should not hesitate to Zuar- 
antee the acreage required ay a 
first step towards securing a fac- 
tory in our midst. It will not do 
to procrastinate—many other points 
in the province are Keenly allye to 
the Imponlanco of the opportunity 
and are making strenuous efforts to 
interest capitalists, anc If our far- 
mers dosire tq ayall themselves of a 
new ond profitable source of reyenue 
they must rise to the oceaslon—aud 
at once. 

In the evenl of a beet sugar fne- 
tory being establivhed in Lindsay the 
farmers of tha district would have 
one great advantage not shirred In 
by Michigan patrons. It appears to 
bo well established that beet pulp 
makes on exeellent fodder and can 
bo stored like ensilage. Michigan 
farmers flo not engage tn stock 
raising to any extont, and tha pulp, 
which is given away at tho factory, 
is wasted. Our farmers would not 
permit that—probably every pound 
would bo takon away, and a double 
profit would thus be derived from 
the cntablishment of the ‘ndus- 
quatry. 

Delegate Channon, in tlie course of 
his remarks, pointed out that m fac- 
tory in Peterboro would not affect 
the interests of one in Lindsay. In 
support of that’ view he said that 
ateps wore being taken to establish’ 
a factory In Dresden, a small town 
distant only 10 or 12 from Wallace- 
burg, whero a factory has been/>in 
operation for somo time. Saturday 
last the announcement was made tn 
the press that the Dresdew factory 
was aesured. a contract having 
been awarded for a $600.000 plant. 
Qur farmer need not fear that a 
fnctory at Peterboro would lessen 
their profits. 

A mecting of the Joint committee 
appointed lagt Friday will bo held to- 
day to arrange for a canvass for ac- 
reage among the farmers of the dis- 
trict, prior to entering into nego- 
{intiona with capitalists. This was 
the plan followed at Dresden, where 
contract# to grow 5000 acres thie 
first sear was secured. Onr farm- 
ers should reeelye the ecanvassers 
with open arms—on their success will 
depend the suecess or failure of the 
beet sugar factory proposition.

The Piano Makers at Toronto on Strike 
or Locked Oat. 


Toronto, Dec. 24.—The mandate is- 
sued by the Amalgamated Woodwor- 
kers’ Union of America, calling a 
strike in the piano factories here yes- 
terday morning, was obeyed by 500 
men. The strikers as early as 7 
o'clock met at Richmond Hail, where

Delegate Channon was asked to de- 
scribe at greater length some of 
iho more important features that 
had attracted his attention, und on 
opening said there were 1001 things 
worthy of comment—the report 
could not possibly embody eyery- 
thing that was pertinent to the sub- 
ject.

The meeting was called 
to hear the report of the deputation 
who waited upon the candidates for 
the Dominion House, and to take 
any action deemed necessai ;. 

The committee appointed as a 
deputation to interview the candi- 
dates for the Dominion House, now 
in the field in West York, reported 
that these questions were asked the 
candidates, Messrs. Campbell and 
Wallace: 


(1) Would you, if elected, vote in 
favor of amending the Canada Tem- 
Perance Act, where it is now in 
operation, ani where prohibitory 
laws may not be enacted, as, for 
example, the Province of Quebec, 
by passing such amendments as will 
make the Act more effective? 

(2) Would you vote in favor of 
grouping several counties in  ofe 
electoral division, so far as tem- 
Perance legislation is concerned, so 
that if the Canada Temperance Act 
Were carried it would come into of- 
fect in them all? 

The report continued: 

To each of these questions Mr. 
Campbell gave a decided affirmative 
answer. 

On the general question as to 
Whether he might be classed among 
the fricnds of temperance or against 
them, he asserted, though not a 
total abstainer, that with his re 
cord in the House for 18 years and 
his present views on the question, 
Place him on the side of temperance. 

The same questions put to Mr. 
Campbell were asked of Mr. Wal- 
lace, who either would not, or could 
not, see the points at issue, and who 
evaded each question by irrelevant 
discussion of other matters. 

Your deputation feel that Mr. Wal- 
lace simply quibbled with the ques- 
tions asked, wondering that we 
should expect him to vote for such 
amendments to the Canada Tem- 
Perance Act, especially os, he said, 
“Tf the bill were introduced by the 
Government.”” F. Buchanan, Henry

A. Austin. 

The chairman named Messrs. Stew-

Field Hospital Accepted, 


The offer of the Minister of Militia 
to furnish a field hospital of a bear- 
er company with the Mounted Rifles 
for service in South Africa has been 
accepted by the War Office, and Hon. 
Mr. Borden will at once proceed with 
the organization of a complete field 
hospital service. It is understood 
that it will be under command of 
of Surgeon-Licut.-Col. Worthington. 
Besides the licutenant-colonel in 
command, there will be a major, 
Major Charlton Jones, Halifax; a 
captain and two lieutenants,one of 
whom will be quartermaster; with 
85 non-coms. and privates, a trans- 
port section in addition consisting 
of a sergeant-major and 20 men, oa 
grand total of 61 officers and men. 
The service will be thoroughly equip- 
ped and in every respect up to the 
standard of an imperial field hospi- 


tal on war establishment. The 
transport wagons will be 50 con- 
structed as to be convertible into 


ambulances, capable of carrying four 
men each in a recumbent position. 


DEATH OF MAJOR OGILVY. 


A Gallant Canadian Officer Succumbs to 
His Wounds. 


Ottawa, Dec. 23.—His Bxecellency 
the Governor-General received a ca- 
blegram yesterday from the colonial 
Office, announcing the death of Ma- 
jor J. H. O. Ogilvy, D.S.0., who 
had previously been reported severe- 
ly wounded in action. 

Major Ogilvie went toSouth Af- 
rica os adjutant of the first contin- 
gent and received the distinguished 
service order for his gallant work 
at Panrdeberg. Tle was also in 
actfon at Drictfontein, Thabanchu, 
Israclsport, Houtnck, Zand River, 
Doora Kop, and at the capture of 
Pretoria, being several times men- 
tioned in despatches. 

When the first contingent left 
South Africa, Major Ogilvie joined 
the staff of Gen. Smith-Dorrien, and 
was in close touch with the second 
contingent during the three months 
that the Canadian artillery were so 
actively employed around Belfast, 

An unusual honor was pald to Ma- 


jor Ogilvie nt the time of the de- 
Parture of the sccond contingent. He 
was offered a captaincy in the 


Gordon Highlanders, which meent 
that every officer below him was 
willing to forego his seniority in 
favor of the intrepid Canadian of- 
cer. Major Ogilvie, however, de- 
clined the offer, and returned with 
the Strathcona’s. But soon after- 
wards Major Ogilvie went back to 
South Africa and took an important 
Position on the staff of Major-Gen- 
eral Baden-Powells’ South African 
Constabulary. , 


MINISTER TO WITHDRAW. 


Senor Portela Will Leave Chill on Wed- 
nesday For Argentina 


Buenos Ayres, Dec. 28.—Gen. Mi- 
tre, president of the boundary com- 
mission and former president of 
gentina, will approve the resolution 
of the Argentine Government

Bombay, Dec. 28.—It is feared here 
that fresh trouble is brewing in the 
Persian Gulf, Mabaroukh, the Sheikh 
of Kowet ( the proposed terminus on 
the Bagdad Railroad), has curtly re- 
fused to allow a special mission, sent 
by the Sultan from Constantinople, 
to land, aad declined to accede to 
the Sultan's desire that he visit Con- 
stantinople and make obelsance to 
his suzerain at Yildiz Palace. 

Mabaroukh has also threatened a 
revival of the troubles with Ku Ra- 
shid, the Emir of Nejd, who, at the 
instigation of the Turks, has collect- 
ed a fresh army. Mabaroukh has 
again applied for British protection.

OVERWORKED CHILDREN, 


Fully 300,000 Who Should Be In Scheol 
Are New Working. 


London, Dec. 28.—One of the real- 
ly social problems which will likely 
demand the attention of Parliament 
is the overworking of school chil- 
dren. A report just issued by 
committee appointed by the Home 
Secretary reveals some astounding 
statistics. 

The number of school children also 
employed at work in mills, shops or 
factories during hours when not in 
school-room is 150,000. These chil- 
dren all attend school the regulation 
number of hours. In addition to 
these, there are more than 105,000 
other children who attend school half 
days and work the other half. All 
these are young children. Of those 


between the ages of 13 and 14 years, | 


only 208,000 out of a total of near- 
ly 600,000 are on the school lists 
at all. The committee estimates 
that fully 800,000 children 
should be in school are now engag- 
ed in mills, mincs, shops, factories, 
etc. 


EXPLOSION IN PITTSBURG, 


Seven Men Scalded and 20 or 30 Others 
. Slightly Khurned. 


Pittsburg, Dec. 23.—For the third 
time within 72 hours, Pittsburg steel 
workers have been killed or maimed 
by terrible explosions. Following on 
the heels of the awful disasters at 
the Soho Furnace of Jones & Laugh- 
lin, on Thursday, and at the Black 
Diamond Steel Works Friday, the 
city was shocked Saturday morning 
by the report of another explosion 
at Singer-Nimicks’ West Isnd plant 
of the Crucible Steel Company of 
America, in which seven men were 
sculded, one badly cut, and 20. or 
%O others slightly burned. 

At 6.55 o'clock, two of a battery 
of five boilers used to operate the 
sheet mill exploded with terrific 
force. Scalding water played havoc 
among the workmen, who had just 
sturted in for the day, while pieces 
of the boilers caitsed great destruc 
tlon to the mill property. Of the 
seven men scalded, four have died. 


Couldn't say Yet. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 28.—A delegation 
representing the liquor interests of 
the city waited on the Premiér on 
Saturday with the object of learning 
the Government's Intentions in re- 
gard to the Liquor Act.

After Four Hours’ Fighting He 
Drew the Boers Off. 


4 BOERS KILLED, 20 WOUNDED 


Men From Australia—Mr. Chamberlain 
Has Cabled a Requrst to Premier Bar- 
ten For One Thousand Men—Some 
South African Despatches Speak 
of Surrender, But » Volksrust 
Despatch Says Reverse. 


Horrismith, Orange River Colony, 
Dec. 22—The first fight in which 
Gen. Dewet has figured for some time 
is reported to have occurred at Lang- 
berg, Dec. 18. It was rather a fias- 
co, considering tke recent ominous 
reports regarding the noted general’s 
rejuvenated cominando. 

Dewet, with S00 men and two guns, 
clashed with Generals Dartnell and 
Campbell. 

After a four hours’ fight the Boers 
drew. off, with a loss of four killed 
and 20 wounded. 

The British loss was one killed and 
14 wounded. 

General Darinell has been making 
a series of surpr visits to farms in 


the Harrismith district lately by 
night, and has thus captured 24 
Bocrs in bed. 

Fourteen Boers surrendered in 


body yesterday near Standerton. 
Dartnell says signs are increasing of 
an inclination on the part of individ- 
ual Boers to surrender. 

Glad of a Thousand Men. 


London, Dec. 23.—Telegrams re 
ceived here from South Africa still 
refer to the probable decision of the 
Boers to surrender, but a despatch 
to The Daily News from Volksrust 
to-day declares that the Boers are 
determined to cantinue the war, and 
that their recent conferences have 
been with the object of planning a 
summer campaign 

A despatch to The Daily Mail 
from Sydney announces that Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, 
has telegraphed to the Right Hon. 
E. Barton, the Prime Minister of 
the Commomyealth of Australia, to 
the effect that the British Govern- 
ment would be glad of 1,000 men 
for service in South Africa, Premier 
Barton having previously declined 
to offer men unless the Government 
asked for them. 

Fifteen ‘* Friendlies’! Shot. 

London, Dec. 28.—A correspondent 
of The Daily Mail, says: I am in o 
Position to state that by a proclam- 
ation dated November 15 General 
Botha ordered the execution of all 
Transvaal and Free State burghers 
enrolled among the British forces un- 
der the name of National Scouts who 
fell into the hands of his men. Up 
to tho present 15 of these auxiliaries 
have been shot by Gen. Botha's or 
ders and a certain number flogged 
owing to their comparative youth. 

The National Scouts, who are com- 
Mmanded by ex.Generals Andries Cron- 
Je, Celliers and others, rendered val- 
uahle service in the capture of 93 
Boers at Oshock, near Ermelo, a few 
days ago, and on other occasions. 

More Boers Reach Bermuda. 

Hamilton, Bermuda, Dec. 23.—The 
British transport Harlech Castle, 
which sailed from Table Bay Nov. 
24, has arrived here, having on board 
300 Boer prisoners, guarded by the 
men belonging to a battery of the 
Royal Artillery. There was one 
death each from pneumonia and 
measles among the Boers during the 
voyage, and the transport has been 
quarantined. 


London, Dec. 28.—According to a 
Sofia despatch to the Daily Tele 
graph, an agrecment has been reach- 
ed between the brigands holding Miss 
Stone captive and the American le 
gation at Constantinople, under the 
terms of which the brigands are to 
accept £14,000 for the release of 
Miss Stone.

Misa Mildrew Walker stepped for- 
ward ot the conclusion of the Minis- 
ter’s address and presented him with 
a Magnificent spray of roses. 

The Minister of Winance, Hon. W. 
S. Fielding, occupied about five min- 
utes, and in no manner made a poll- 
tical speech. Tie paid a tribute to 
Mr. Mulock.

His former 
visits were to defend his party’s and 
his country’s cause, but he was here 
on o mission of friendship, to lend 
his voice and share in the acclama- 
tions given his friend and colleague, 
the Postmaster-General. There was 
nothing too good for William Mu- 
lock. So said he, and so said they. 
There was nothing good he was not 
entitled to. 

‘The Premier dealt with Mr. Mu- 
lock’s mission to Australia, and with 
Canada’s trade policy, pointing out 
what he regarded as its advantages 
over the policy of tho United States. 

Hon. G. W. Ross concluded the 
speaking of the evening with an ad- 
dress full of witticisms, dealing with 
the personal gualities of Mr. Mu- 
lock, and his wonderful ability to 
make two cents go further than any 
other man. 

The meeting dispersed with cheers 
for the King.

CABLING SANS WIRES 


Will Bring Cost of Over Ocean | 


Talking to One Cent a Word, 


SIGNOR MARCONI’S SPEECH 


This Enormous Cheapening of the Meth- 
Aid 
Civilization Beyond BMeasure—Brit- 


eds of Communicition—Would 


ish Empire Has a Very Great 
Interest in This Result—Would 


Cement British Empire. 
Now York, Dec. 21.—The Herald 
has the following from St. Jobn, 


Nfld.: Wireless messages to England 
at the rate of one cent a word or 
less were predicted by Mr. Marconi 
at a luncheon given in his honor by 
His PExcellency the Governor, Sir 
Cavendish Boyle, Thursday. In re- 
sponding to the toast to his health 
proposed by the Governor, Mr. Mar- 
coni said: 

“T wish to thank His Excellency 
most heartily for the very kind re 
marks he has made about myself and 
my work. Although I have visited 
many countries, I am quite con- 
vinced that nowhere have I receiyed 
greater assistance and encourage- 
ment than in this colony. 

“If my system can be commercial- 
ly established between the different 
parts of the carth—a possibility of 
which, I may state, I have not, the 
slightest doubt—it would not fail 
to bring about on enormous cheap- 
ening of the methods of communica- 
tion. 

“At present the existing system of 
submarine cables fulfills that object 
to a large extent, but the great cost 
of the cables themselves and their 


heavy working. expenses cause the 
existing charges to be beyond the 
reach of the majority of the people 


inhabiting the various countries, but 
could this new method be applied I 
believe that the cost of what we 
now call ‘cabling’ to England, might 
be reduced at least twentyfold. 

“The present rates are, if IT am 
not mistaken, twenty-five cents a 


word. Ido not see why eventually 
with the wireless system, the cost 
should not be reduced to one cent 


a word or less.’ 

“T have spoken of the use of wire 
less telegraphy may prove to be to 
the different nations of the world, 
but as I am at least half a British- 
er, I wish to emphasize that with re- 
spect to the British Empire it has 
quite a special importance. Jacili- 
tating the methods of communica- 
tion between the mother country and 
her great colonies beyond the seas, 
cannot but result in still more firm- 
ly cementing that bond of unity 
and common cause in the interest in 
Civilization of which the Empire 
has given such splendid example to 
the world during the anxious times 
of the last two or three years. 

“Gentlemen, this colony was _ the 
first in which a message was receiv- 
ed by cable from across the ocean, 
and I am glad to say it has equally 
been the first to receive a message 
across the same ocean without a 
cable. It 1s my sincere wish that, if 
there is anything useful in my me 
thod this country should not be last 
or least in participating in its bene- 
fits.” 

Among those present at the lunch- 


eon, which practically was an official- 


.ceremony, were Premier Bond and 
the members of the executive and 
legislative councils. 

In proposing the toast to Mr. Mar- 
coni’s health, Sir Cavendish Boyle 
offered the guest hearty congratula- 
tions on his success. Spenking of 
the recent visit of the Government 
officials to the station, he said: 

“You all know, I think, the rea- 
son an attempt to give us a practi- 
cal demonstration of the wonderful 
occurrences of last week was not 
made, but I think what we saw on 
that, coupled with what many of us 
have had the pleasure of seeing and 
knowing for some days past, proved 
sufficient to remove from our minds 
any doubt whatever as to the genu- 
ineness of the statements which have 
been made. 

“There came an invitation to 
many of us to come on Tuesday and 
&ce for ourselves what had been done, 
and I believe that I know that it 
was intended to demonstrate to us 
all that was possible. Arrangements 
had been made to repeat the ex- 
periments of the last week, but, 
alas! there came an interruption in 
the circuit. I am not going to dis- 
course on it. It was not caused by 
induction—that I can safely say. 1 
believe there was the possibility of 
an occurrence which sounds some- 
thing like that word, and the stern 
arm of—well, of the asserters of vest- 
ed rights, prevented for that day, at 
least, the flying of any more kites. 

“Communication by means of wire- 
less telegraphy was demonstrated 
here in this our island to be possible 
over a distance, not of some paltry 
250 miles, but across 1,800 miles of 
the Atlantic Ocean, and between a 
Point in the mother country and the 
capital city of her oldest colony. 
Surely, gentlemen, that is a fact of 
which we may be proud and glad, 
and surely, too, may we not hope 
that, in spite of any present injunct 
—I mean interruption in the syntomy 
of the work of this great man hero, 
we may yet be able to induce him 
to remain here and not to leave us 
in silence. 

“Mr. Marconi is here, and we are 
proud and glad to have him here. 
Join with me in telling him this, in 
asking him to remain with us, or at 
uny rate to come back to us, and in 
wishing him health and prosperity, 
together with continued and increas- 
ing success in his great life work.’”
